*• In the spring of 1829. the author of 
this w ork, whom curiosity bad brought 
into Spain, made a rambling expedition 
from Seville to G ranada in company 
with a friend, a mem ber o f the Russian 
embassy at Madrid. A c c id e n ta l thrown 
us together from distant regions of the 
globe, and a similarity of taste led us to 
w ander together among the roinaotic 
mountains of Andalusia. 
Should these 
pages m eet bis eve, w herever thrown 
bv the duties oi his station, w hether 
mingling in the pageantry of courts or 
meditating on Ihe tru er glories ot nature, 
may they recal the scenes of our adven­ 
turous companionship, and with them 
the rem em brance of one.in whom neither 
time nor distance will obliterate the re ­ 
collection ol hi* gentleness and w orth. 


And here, before setting forth, let me 
indulge in a few previous rem arks on 
Spunisb scenery and Spanish travelling. 
Muny are apt to picture Spain to their 
imaginations a* a soft southern region 
decked oul with all the luxuriant charms 
ot voluptuous Italy. 
On the contrary, 
though there are exceptions in some of 
the maritime provinces, yet, for the
